Would Face Contempt Charge. 

“It has heen assumed that the present pro 
rata and common ownershfp in all these com- 
Panies by former stockholders of the trust 
would insure a continuance of the same old 


‘single control of all the edmpanies into which 


the trust has by detree been disintegrated. 
This is erroneous and le based upon the as- 
sumed inefficacy and x ayer: norte aoe of judi- 
lal injunctions. 

“The companies are ode from . co- 
operation or combination; they have different 
managers, directors, purchasing and sales 
agents. If al or many ot the numerous 
stockholders, reaching into the thousands, 
attempt to secure concerted action of the 
companies with a view to the control of the 
market, their number 18 so large that such an 
attempt could mot well be concealed, and its 
prime movers and all its participants would 
be at once subject to contempt proceedings 
and imprisonment of a summary character. 
The immediate result of the present situa- 
tion. will necessarily be activity by all the 
companies under different managers, and 
then competition must follow, or there wii! 
be activity by one company and stagnation 
by another. Only a short time will inewita- 
bly lead to a change in oWenrship of the 
stock, as all opportunity for continued: co- 
operation must disappear. 


Critics Do Not Understand. 

“ Those critics who Speak of thie disintegra- 
tiom in the trust as a mere change of garments 
have not given consideration to the inevita- 
ble working of the decree and understand lit- 
tle the personal danger of attempting to

It may be that such 4 plan win 
be evolved, but I submit that the discusdions 
which have been brought out m recent days 
by the fear of-the continued execution of 
the anti-trust law have produced nothing 
but glittering generalities arid have offered 
no line of distinction or rule orf action xe 
definite and as clear as that which the N. 
preme court itself lays down in enforcing the 
statute. f 


La Defining Unfairness. 

“TI see no objection—and indeed I can see 
decided advantages—in the enactment of a 
law which shall describe and denounce 
methode of competition which are unfair and 
are badges of the unlawful purpose 9 
nounced in the anti- trust W. 

“The attempt and purpose to ruppress a 
oompetitor dy und erselling him at a price so 
unprofitable as to drive him out of bustness, 
or the making of exclusive contracts with 
customers under which they are required to 
give up association with other maenu- 
facturers, and numerous kindred methods 
for stiffing competition and ‘effecting mo- 
nopoly, should be described with sufficient 
accuracy in a criminal statute on the one 
hand to enable the government to shorten 
its task by prosecuting single misdemeanors 
instead of an entire congpiracy, and, on the 
other hand, to serve the purpose of pointing 
out more in detail) to the business een 
what must be avoided. . 

“In a special message to congrese on Jan. 
. 1010, I ventured: to int out the d- 
turbance to business that would probably at- 
tend the dissolution of these offending trusts. 
I sald:

To Avoid Business Danger. 

“*'The question which I wish in this mes- 
sage to bring clearly to the consideration and 

scussion of congress is whether, in order to 
avold such a possible business danger. o me- 
thing cannot de done by which these business 
combinations may de offered a means, with- 
out great financial disturbance, of changing 
the character, organization; and extent of 
their business into. one within the lines of 
the law under federal control and supervi.- 
om, eecuring ‘compliance with the anti- 
trust statute, 

» Generally, in the industrial combination 
called trust,“ the principal business is the 
sale of goods in many states and in foreign 
markets; in other words, the interstate and 
foreign business far exceed the business done 
in any one state. This fact will justify the 
federal government in granting a federal 
charter to such a combination to make and 
sell in interstate and foreign commerce the 
products of useful manufacture ynder such 
limitations as will secure a compliance with 
the anti-trust law. 

It is possible so to frame a-statute that, 
while it offers protection to a federal com- 
pany against harmful, vexatious, and unnec- 
essary invasion by the states, it shall subject 
it to reasonable taxation and control by the 
states with respect to its purely local busi- 
ness. 


To Bar Holding Companies. 

„ Corporations organized under thie act 
should be prohibited from acquiring and hoid- 
ing stock in other corporations (except for 
special reasons, upon approval by the proper 
federal authority), thus avoiding the crea- 
tion, under national auspices, of the holding 
company with subordinate corporations in 
different states, which has been such an ef- 
fective agency Im the creation of the great 

ts and monopolies. 

It the prohibition of the anti-trust act 

combinations in restraint of trade-is 
to be effectively enforced, it is essential that 
the national government shall provide for the 
creation of national corporations to carry on 
a legitimate business throughout the United 
States. The conflicting laws of the different 
states of the union with respect to foreign 
corporations make it dificult, if not impossi- 
ble, for one corporation to comply with their 
requfremients so as to carry on businese.in a

Anti-Trust 150 Standard. 

Tho oportunity thus suggested for federal 
incorperation, it seems to me, is suitable con- 
structive legislation needed to facilitate the 
squaring of great industrial enterprises to 
the rule of action laid, down by the anti- 
trust law. This statute az construed by the 
Supreme court must continue to be the line 
of distinction: for legitimate business. It 
must be-enforced, unless we are to banish n- 
dividuajism from all business and reduce it to 
one common system regulation and control 
of prices like that which now prevails with 
respect to public utilities, and which when 
applied to all husiness would be 4 long step 
toward state socialism. 

The anti-trust act is the expression ¢f 
the effort of a freedom loving people to 
preserve equality of opportunity. It is the 
resuk of the confident determination of such 
a people to maintain their future growth by 
preserving uncontro and unrestricted the 
enterprise of the individual, his industry, his
